There is an interesting war now going 
un between the m anufacturers of w hat is 
known as oleom argarine—a compound of 
colored animal fat which is sold in the 
m arket at a large profit, for butter. 
There 
a e several oleomargarine manufactories in 
the United States, and so far, all are doing 
a large business. Oleomargarine is noth­ 
ing less than raw fat liquified, scented, col­ 
ored, and flavored to give It a spurious 
appearance of butter. It is claimed by 
some chemists th at those who use it run 
the risk of trichesai from the stomachs of 
pigs 
chopped 
up w ith the fat, and 
that 
Infection 
from 
certain 
con­ 
tagious diseases 
which 
are 
common 
to man and the domestic animal aught 
follow. 
The formula, in brief, 
tor the 
manufacture of this so called butter, is 
this: 
Finely chopped anim al fat is sub­ 
mitted to a heat of 117 degrees Fahrenheit 
in water, then pressed. The only substance 
thus separated Jrom the steanne is next 
taken in the proportion ot ten pounds with 
four pints of milk, three of water, and a 
small quantity of annato, aud all churned 
together until the m ilk fat becomes mixed 
With the other ingredients. 
Mr. Michaels, of New York, one of the 
most prom inent m icroscopist 
in 
the 
United States, aud who has very carefully 
examined several packages .of oleom arga­ 
rine, says the stuff sold uader the name of 
nutter, 
is 
in 
reality, 
nothing 
lees 
than raw 
fat, 
colored 
and scented. 
Professor M ott, of New York, who 
sub 
tams the office of chem ist to one of the 
oleomargarine m anufactories in that city 
says that this new batter is much better 
(ood m an the genuine article, goes farther. 
*Ld keeps better. 
Standing on the side of 
oleomargarine, are reported to be Profes­ 
sors Verdi and Brewer, of \~alo College, 
and Professor Arnold, of the University of 
New York, and Professor Brewer, has 
publicly stated that " so far as cnetuisiry 
and common sense suggest, I see no reason 
way oleom argarine 
should 
not be as 
wholesome aud nutritious as cream butter, 
and will so believe, unless its actual use 
demonstrates to the contrary.’’ 
Tnus chemists and microscopist? arc 
divided as to the good and bad qualities ot 
0.eomargariue. Some pronounce it highly 
injurious to health, and others praise it for 
its purity and wholesomeness. A professor 
in Chicago has given the subject consider­ 
able study, and placed some of the oleo - 
m argarine sold in the m arkets of th at city, 
under a powerful microscope, from which 
na made drawings. To see these drawings, 
and to read a d e c e p tio n of the forms this 
so-called batter contains, would certainly 
take away one's appetite for oleom argarine. 
Unnamed elongated oyal forms were seen, 
wnich Professor Piper frequently found rn 
toul water. 
Many other forms, some ot 
which moved with great activity, were 
found tw enty-four hours after the s’uff 
had been boiled in distilled water in a test 
LU De! Tuts doesn't contrast well w ith the 
statement ot Professor Mott, of New York, 
tnat oleomargarine, “is to-day the purest 
article of food that is put upon the m arket, 
and put there at a price so the poor can 
joy a luxury which in m any esses be­ 
fore 1(9 introduction, they were deprived 
01.” 
Ot course any reasonable person will at 
once decide that there is no artificial butter 
tnat can compare in purity and 
w hole­ 
someness, to well made bulter from cream. 
No apient can create from a conglom era­ 
tion of nogs fat, skimmed milk and water, 
an article, which will in all essential re ­ 
spects’ u k e the place of cream butter, yet 
oleomargarine 
will fled 
a 
sale, 
aod 
thousands 
will 
ase 
it, 
and 
tnink it good. In 1878, over 98 millions of 
pounds were sold and this witnout adver­ 
tising or any attem pt to push it upon the 
m ark er It is so easily made that twenty 
firms, with ordinary capital and facilities, 
could m anufacture a sufficient quantity to 
supply almost the United States.

12—General G rant’s 
special train arrived at Vicksburg a little 
after one o ’clock this m orning, and the 
party were taken quietly to the Lam adnd 
House. 
The train from Jackson consisted 
of a Pullman car, wbfMh the party had oc­ 
cupied from New Orleans, and an ordinary 
coach which the Vicksburg comm ittee, to 
the number of ab jut filly, had, to act as es­ 
cort to the Hill City. 
At ten o’clock to-day, after an introdus- 
lion to perhaps 200 leading citizens, car­ 
riages were taken to for a drive to the na­ 
tional cemetery. 
For two hours people of 
both colors had been gathering in the 
street in front of 
the botel waiting tmpa- 
tientiy for the General to appear, and as 
soon as he came down there was a grand 
rusu to so m uch as even touch the hem of 
hid garm ent. 
The committee and leading 
cuizeus tided some tw enty-five carriage?, 
aud aller some difficulty he poised out of 
the crowd and went to the beautiful T er­ 
race Hill, where sixteen thousand Federal 
dead lie buried. 
Here, too, a great many 
people bad gathered to take the opportun­ 
ity to shake bauds, and along the way 
General G ram was the object of all eye**, 
aod his appearance was enough to throw 
the colored people, Who had come by h u n ­ 
dreds from the country, into the wildest 
ecstasy. 
The grounds were literally thronged 
with a mixed crowd ut while and colored, 
and amid toe booming ot cannon aod to 
the strains of “ Hail Columbia,” General 
Grant, escorted by the Reception Com m it­ 
tee, walked up the steps and appeared on 
the veranda 
A9 he appeared there was 
one grand outburt of cheers 
He simply 
raised ms nat, bowed, aud look the chair 
placed tor him 
About him sat the R e­ 
ception C**inmitue, consisting of Major 
Horrell, JuJged Sumrall, President Kleiu, 
of the Mississippi Valley Bauk ; Sheriff 
Beck, Several leading cotton merchants 
aod others. 
Judge Simrall spoke to the crowd, say­ 
ing that Columel McCard.e, an tex Confed­ 
erate officer, would deliver the adare?s of 
welcome. 
Colonel McCardle said: 
General G ram ,I am indebted to the kind 
partiality of the C h u f M agistrate of the 
historic city for the honor , privilege and 
pleasure of extending to you, in the name 
and behalf ot all our people, a warm and 
cordial welcome. 
When I say all, our 
people, sir, I mean it, tor you are wel­ 
come, by all, and this without 
regard to 
race or color, po,Rica predilection, or r e ­ 
ligious creed. 
[Applause. 
There Was a 
lime when your presence bere was less 
welcome than it is to-day. 
You were then 
with alarge retinue of your iriends, anx­ 
ious t J make a visit to this city, and those 
of us who were then present were equally 
anxious 
that 
you should forego that 
pleasure. 
[Laughter.] 
F or 
seven 
weary days 
and 
night*, 
beneath a 
pitiless hail of shot and shell, we sought to 
avoid having you with us, but your atten­ 
tions were so prem og and persistent tnat 
we finally concluded to 
receive you.

F u rth er P a rticu la rs C on cerning H is 
•T ragic D eath at A lm a, Colorado, 
The wild career of Bill Porter, is so 
familiar to the citizens of Janesville that 
every scrap of news concerning his tragic 
death is read wilh eager interest. The Ga* 
zette has already published a lengthy ac­ 
count ot the murder committed by him, 
aud how he was summarily hanged by the 
vigilantes, but some additional particulars 
have now 
bien obtained, the most ot 
which 
are 
gleaned 
from 
the 
columns of the Fairplay Flume, a paper 
published rn Park county, Colorado. 
Thomas Carmody, the man whom Porter 
murdered, was a young miner, of Irish 
oirtb, quiet in his manners, aud industri­ 
ous, a rniu who would uot injure anyone. 
On the evening ol tne affray, be was en­ 
gaged in a conversation in a saloon op­ 
posite his boarding place, and strangely 
enough tbe subject of di?cussion wai re­ 
ligion. 
Porter was present, but no words 
passed between them. and Porter soon 
walked out of the room, accompanied by 
Mike Casey. A moment later Carmody 
arose saying—“ Well ye’a don’t like my 
talk, and I will go out.” As he walked up 
the street he met Porter aud 
Casey. 
Porter said—“You 
are the 
a 
of 
a 
b 
that’s 
back-capping 
m e ” 
Carmody replied with a smile, “I don’t 
know what you mean.” Porter repeated 
the remark aud added "I’ll just give it to 
you,” aud without another word, drew a 
revolver and fired, the ball hitting Car­ 
mody near the right nipple, Carmody 
started to run to a hotel, and Porter en­ 
deavored to fire again at bim, when the 
town marshal came up from behind and 
struck Porter across 
the side of the 
head telling him to the ground. 
He lay 
there senseless and did not revive until 
lodged in jail. Carmody fell at the door of 
the hotel, wis taken to his boarding place, 
and died within half an hour, without 
being able to say one word, even of fare* 
well to friends. 
The shooting occurred about 7 o'clock, 
and the excitement ran high. By the 
time Carmody breathed his las; a crowd 
of citizens, including nearly every able- I 
bodied man in town, had gathered, and 
everywhere were heard the cries "Hang 
the murderer.” At 8 o’clock a half inch 
rope was obtained and the crowd went 
to the jail, a small log building on the 
outskirts of tho town. They demanded 
the keys of Marshal Link, and after he had 
been threatened some, he gave them up. 
It is stated tb it a man named Johnson, 
who had been on intimate terms with 
Porter, was the first to enter, aud as he 
did so Porter jumped at him like a tiger, 
aud cut bim in the back of the head with 
a 
knife. 
The

and 
he was at once dragged outside. 
He 
seemed perfectly sober, and fearless of 
death. When asked if he had any re* 
quests to make, ho replied he had some 
money duo him, aud wanted it paid to his 
landlord. 
He wanted them to write to his 
toiks, aud tell them he was dead, but not 
to tell them be was banged. The rope 


Was placed aroua J ms neck, and a skillfully 
tied slip knot lay on bls shoulder. The 
ridge pole of the jai! projecting four feet 
over the door served for * gallows. Porter 
kept up bis carding to the last, and when 
again asked it he had more to say, he 
answered ‘No, d —n you, pall on the rope.”

The on y circumstance which could be 
discovered as having la any way incited 
Porter agaiait Carmody was this: 
Porter 
had talked with Carmody aud Casey about 
gilug over to iliosier pass, and jumping 
so me claims on the head of Blue, all of 
them having worked in that vicinity, and 
the two latter backed cut, and declared 
lhey would have nothing to do with it, 
which made Porter angry, hut which of 
course furnishe I not the shadow of an ex­ 
cuse for any sort of violence, much less* 
assassination. 
Porter’s body was allowed to bang in 
front of the jail until the next afternoon, 
and a noisy crowd surrounded it all of the 
time. One of the hands had io9t a thumb, 
an ear had been bitten off iu some fight* 
the broken 
jaw 
bone 
had 
bled 
profusely 
from 
the blow given by the 
Marshals cane, and the filood bad run 
oyer aud b esm eared the dirty, pallid feat­ 
ures, while the neck bad stretched to twice 
its natural length. The body was cut 
dowu in the afternoon by tho Sheriff, in 
the presence of the Coroner’s jury, and 
was buried by the authorities. 
The result of the Inquest over Carmody'* 
remains was simply that ho bad been shot 
by William J. Porter. The inquest on 
Porter’s remains resulted in a verdict that 
he had come to his death by hanging, at 
the hands ct persons to the jury uokuowo, 
a verdict which strikes the reader with a 
peculiar tinge of the ludicrous, lo view of 
the fact that it is claimed that nearly every 
able boJicd citizen in the town was con­ 
cerned therein. 
The Marshal who knocked Porter down, 
and who gave up the keys of the jail to the 
orowd to that they might get Porter and 
hang him, i? highly complimented by his 
townsmen for his part rn the affair, and at 
a public meeting ot citizens, resolutions of 
approval were pissed and a committee ap 
painted to raise Iuuds for a memorial to 
be presented to hun. 
Tne same paper from which we glean 
these facts gives the following sketch of 
Porter's career, which will be read with 
interest bv many, on account of some of its 
inaccuracies if for nothing clee: 
William J. 
Porter, the murderer of 
Carmody, was born rn New York, and 
was fifty-two years of age. 
He was at 
onetim e a prominent wheat buyer of 
Janesville, Wis., aud was In comfortable 
circumstances. 
Ui3 father and mother, as 
well as two children of his own, still live at 
Porter, W is, the placo being named after 
his father. They are respectable and well- 
to-do. Porter went into the side show 
business, and after traveling a while lost 
all his money aud returned to Janesville a 
broken down min. He was towu marshal 
there tor two 
years 
and a 
soldier 
for 
four years. 
He 
claims 
to 
have 
lost his thumb in battle, but 


as well as his ear. His wife died, he took 
to hard drinking, and went to Texas four 
years ago. Two years back he came to 
Colorado, aud at Trinidad earned the rep­ 
utation of a desperate, drunken, quarrel­ 
some character. In July last he came to 
Alma and went to work on the Fanny 
Barrett. He had several bad rows in the 
town and came near being shot early in 
winter.

D ear Sib;—The downward tendency which 
has characterized the market for aeveral week* 
appears to have culminated daring the last days 
of the past week, when prices reached the low ­ 
est range since October last, No. 2 cath selling 
at #1.03*4, aud for delivery in May at $1.10)4, on 
Friday, sin e when a reaction has taken place 
resulting in a rapid advance, closing on Saturday 
2 oents on cash and •.?* on furores higher than 
the lowest point touched, and H cent higher on 
futures than on the 31 inst. 
The demand has 
been malmy for home ase ap to Saturday, when 
a I .lr business was done for shipment. The 
large outward movement from seaboard points 
continues the exhorts of wheat and flour reduced 
to wheat, for the week ending on the 9th, being 
2.250,OM bushel*. Early in the week the re­ 
ported stringency In tho money market Bast 
gavo rise to grave apprehensions on the part of 
the holders here, but later advices noting an ea 
Bier feeling nave tended towards more confi­ 
dence, but should a further tightening of the 
money m arket occur soon a* some predict, it 
would result la carrying prices materially low­ 
er. 
The situation at best is considered some­ 
what problcmetlcal an d a season of excitem ent 
with wide fluctuations is likely to ensue, wncth 
er it 
may 
be a 
sharp 
upward movement 
ora further decline It is n o* difficult lo deter 
mine. 
Reports from th 3 winter wheat districts are 
somew'hat conflicting, bat on the whole it Is 
conceded that an average crop may be looked 
for. In this State there has considerable damage 
resulted from the unseasonable weather daring 
the months of January and February, bat many 
tlelas that were supposed to have been damaged 
so a i to need replanting are looking lairly well, 
and the general outlook favors a much better 
crop of winter 
wheat than at one time was 
thought possible. Spring seeding is progressing 
favorably 
throughout 
Southern 
Minnesota 
and 
W isconsin, 
while through the 
Central 
and Northern portions bat little has been done 
as yet. 
Receipts here continuo to decrease, showing a 
daily average for the week of about 10,000 bushels 
as against 14,030 tor the previous week, 31.0C3 the 
same week last year, and about 93,000 for the 
same week in 1873. 
The total receipts at spring wheat points for 
the week were 170,524 bushels, against 199,COO the 
previous week, 333 OOO the same week last year, 
aud 300,000 for the corresponding week in 1873 
Tuere is a diversity of opinion as to the amount 
or the crop yet to be marketed, but it Is general­ 
ly conceded that throughout the spring wheat 
Stales about one-fifth only is held by farmers 
Granting this to be the correct proportion in first 
hands, after deducting the amounts necessary 
for home consumption and for seed, the opinion 
of some that the country m ills w ill require the 
largest share of what remains seems to be war­ 
ranted. The amount of wheat in sight in this 
country reported up to the 3d Inst., w as24,338,000 
bushels, showing a slight increase over previous 
reports, mak.ng the * visible supply” larger by 
about 5,013,Oto bushels than at a corresponding 
date in 1879. 
The amount of wheat on passage for the U nit­ 
ed Kingdom and continent, reported up to the 8th 
Inst., was 20,300,030 bushels, a decrease since our 
fast of 720,Ouo bushels. The grand total in eight 
la this country, and afloat for British and conti­ 
nental ports, aggregating 45,183,OC3 bushels, as 
against 45,793,000 at date of previous report. 
Foreign markets have ruled dull with a declin­ 
ing tendency, closing for the week 2d per cental 
on spot, and is 6d per quarter on cargoes of C al­ 
ifornia lower than one week ago. The quotations 
on spring are nominal, as there is bat a lim ited 
quantity on sale. The decline in foreign through 
rates about offsets the advance in cash here, so 
taal our No. 2 can be laid down in Liverpool at 
aoout the same figures as quoted one week ago, 
while cargoes of spring to arrive are quoted at 
about $1.43)4 prr burhel, showing a slight mar­ 
gin against shipments,
